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Community Purrs for Octopurr Fest

Halloween time in the Tri-Town is full of fun, 
festive events, but few are as enjoyable and endearing as 
Octopurr Fest at It's All About the Animals in Rochester. 

Now in its fourth year, Octopurr Fest is the non¬ 
profit cat shelter's largest fundraiser of the year, raising 
over $10,000 last year and likely more this year, judging 
by the huge turnout of community members and cat 
lovers on Octopurr 14, showing their support for their 
local animal shelter. 

"Everybody seems to be having a great time," 
said It's All About the Animals co-founder Pam Robinson, 
who started the cat shelter with her husband, Oren, back 
in 2009. Since then, the shelter has expanded, with a 
brand new addition and "catio" completed last year. 

Running the shelter costs the Robinsons around 
$75,000 annually, so a successful event like Octopurr Fest 
is vital in order to supply the cats with veterinary care, 
food, and supplies to keep them purring. 

The shelter is operated 100 percent by volunteers, 
of which Pam Robinson says she is always seeking more. 
Robinson herself spends about 14 to 16 hours every day 
working in the shelter - and that's seven days a week, 365 
days a year. 

Octopurr Fest was a smash because of the 
volunteers who dedicated their time to serving hotdogs 
and other treats and selling raffle tickets. Over 50 vendors 
sold their wares that included collars and leashes and 
other implements of pet ownership, and even a couple 
sheep donated their precious time to support the cats. 

There are plenty of kitties that need a home and 
are available for adoption. It's All About the Animals 
is located at 103 Marion Road, and visiting hours are 
Saturday and Sunday from 1:00 pm - 4:00 pm. For more 
information about adoption, volunteering, or donations, 
visit www.itsallabouttheanimals.org or email ohnokittyl@ 
gmail.com.

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Artistic Interpretations of Land Trust 
Properties

Wooded vistas, marshlands, trails thickly padded 
by fallen leaves, birds at rest, colors in shadow and light, 
the surprise of unexpected objects adorning a tree... The 
Marion Art Center's show "The Lands of the Sippican 
Lands Trust" features all of these images and so much 
more, now on display through November 12. 

The show is a masterful partnership between the 
Sippican Lands Trust and the Marion Art Center (MAC) 
that offered local artists the opportunity to render their 
impressions of these protected open spaces using a wide 
variety of mediums. 

On October 12, the opening night reception 
quickly found artists and art lovers cheek to jowl as 
enthusiasm for the show swelled. The gallery walls were 
heavily covered with 39 pieces by 26 different artists 
whose creations were simply breathtaking. 

Although this show was not juried, the level of 
artistic endeavor and achievement was unmistakable. 
From fabric to shadow box to oil pastel, from watercolor 
and oils to pencil images depicting land trust spaces, the 
artwork drew the viewers into a suspended moment in 
time. 

While there were a fair number of local 
professional artists, works on display also included first- 
timers such as young Blake Gagne of Rochester, whose 
shadow box titled "Dragon Lair" delighted the attendees. 
His mother, Michelle Wood, also entered pieces of fanciful 
fairies created in pencil, making it a family affair. 

Professional artist and teacher Sarah Brown 
selected the White Eagle property for her pastel 
landscape, while Janet Smith-Flaherty of Rochester, who 
has been painting for 18 years, joined her friend and 
fellow artist Jane Egan of Lakeville visiting land trust 
properties. 

"We had a fun day making sketches and taking 
photographs to bring back to our studios," Smith-Flaherty 
said. 

Egan, a Mass Art graduate, has had her own 
exhibition in the past at the MAC. Working in oil pastels.

Egan said doing so was a "messy affair," but the end 
result is a rich, layered, dense work of art. 

Sippican Lands Trust Director Jim Bride 
explained, "It's the third time the art center has held this 
event. We take the artists out on walks in the properties so 
they can be familiar with the spaces." 

And finding inspiration in one of the many 
natural settings isn't difficult. The artists selected locations 
such as Kenney's Landing, Brainard Marsh, Peirson 
Woods, White Eagle, Ludes Estuary, Benson Brook, and 
Piney Point to name a few. 

"I love the idea of this collaboration," MAC board 
member Jennifer Webb said. 

MAC Executive Director Jodi Steven added, 

"This is the third year we've done this show with the 
land trust... on an every other year basis. ... The result is 
wonderful." 

Given the number of guests attending the 
opening reception, it is clear that the collaboration is a 
natural pairing.

Buzzards Bay Coalition 
Opens New Marion Center

Situated at the intersection of Spring Street and 
Route 6 - where once stood a building that housed a 
hardware store and then a cafe and suffered greatly 
from decades of hard use followed by years of neglect 
- there now stands a gleaming temple to environmental 
stewardship. 

The Buzzards Bay Coalition celebrated the 
opening of its new Science and Field Operations Center 
with a gala reception on October 12. With boat shed 
doors wide open, members of land trusts from Wareham 
to Mattapoisett, benefactors, local government officials, 
and dedicated volunteers joined community members to 
see what the end result of several years of planning and 
fundraising had achieved. 

Speaking before a crowd of approximately 200 
people. Board of Director President Mark Rasmussen said, 
"With 250 water quality locations in and around Buzzards 
Bay, we needed a center in the center of our core area." 

He noted that the Coalition has grown and will 
continue to grow to meet the challenges facing the bay. 

According to Rasmussen, the Coalition needed a 
place to store the wide variety of equipment used for the 
various scientific tasks, including water quality sampling 
spread over 80 miles - 3,000 acres of watershed managed 
by the Coalition. The Coalition's boat, R/V Buzzards 
Baykeeper®, will also be housed in the new center. 

"This facility addresses a critical need identified 
in our 2015 strategic plan to create the infrastructure 
to properly execute our mission," Rasmussen told the 
crowd. 

Marion is that central location, Rasmussen said, 
citing easy access to major highways and the Coalition's 
other land holdings that are eight miles from Marion. 

Science Director Rachel Jakuba told The Wanderer , 
"We'll house our science operations here, training 
volunteers, house equipment, make sure the equipment is 
operating correctly." 

Jakuba said that from May through September, 
teams are sampling water, much of which is eventually 
sent to the Woods Hole Oceanographic Institute for more 
in-depth analysis. 

Rasmussen said the inspiration for the center's 
design came from boatyard structures. The interior of the 
structure is cathedral-like with a soaring two-story space 
for the Baykeeper. A gallery surrounds the boathouse floor, 
and there are second floor offices and a first-floor science

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laboratory. Utilizing yellow Alaskan cedar and pine, 
the facility is bright and airy with clean lines and large 
windows that allow ambient sunlight to flow through the 
voluminous open space. 

The site had presented some issues during the 
design phases, including stormwater drainage. Through 
the use of drainage lagoons, or rain gardens, and grassed 
parking areas versus impervious materials, stormwater 
is recharged into the groundwater system, Rasmussen 
explained. 

Raumussen thanked Hutker Architects for a 
"utilitarian yet beautiful space," and also thanked the 
Valle Group for construction of the building, and Lars 
Olson and Susan Nilson of Foth-CLE Engineering. He also 
thanked the Town of Marion and its permitting agencies 
for their assistance throughout the process. 

The center is a green project, Rasmussen proudly 
announced, saying that the power will be derived 100 
percent from renewable energy sources. 

"No fossil fuels!" he said. 

Regarding the nearly $2 million price tag, 
Rasmussen applauded the generosity of all the private 
donors - an effort lead by Dave Croll. He said that Croll 
had acquired the property nearly three years ago at 
auction and then donated it to the Coalition. 

While there is still work to be done, including the 
installation of some 70 solar panels, relocation of a utility 
pole, and landscaping, the Coalition is well on its way to

Selectman Questions Need for 
Harbormaster Boat 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

On October 15, the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen met with Harbormaster Jill Simmons for an 
afternoon working session that lasted nearly two hours as 
topics for discussion ranged from the need for new boats, 
acceptance of updated Waterways Rules and Regulations,

the use of private vehicles for town business, and much 
more. 

Before reviewing Simmons' capital needs list, 
the selectmen wanted to discuss the purchase of a new a 
pump-out boat. After receiving word from Mattapoisett 
Boat Yard that they would no longer be able to provide 
the service, the selectmen sought to figure out costs and 
the type of vessel necessary to run a municipal service. 
Simmons presented the data. 

Simmons said that based on a 19-foot boat and 
after federal financial support from the Clean Vessel Act 
(CVA), the Town would need to come up with about 
$19,500. But Selectmen Paul Silva and Jordan Collyer 
questioned the size of the boat, saying they believed a 
larger boat of 23 feet was more in order, a boat that could 
be used for other harbormaster activities. 

Simmons pushed back a bit on that thought 
saying that a boat partially funded by the CVA could not 
be used for other activities. 

"What are they going to do," replied Silva, 

"take it away from us?" He supported his belief that a 
larger boat was necessary, given the rough waters often 
encountered in outlying locations. 

Collyer said that other towns use their pump-out 
boat for a variety of tasks. After further discussion, the 
board unanimously moved to ask Town Meeting for the 
funds for a 23-foot pump-out boat. 

Simmons then presented a list of four capital

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needs items, which inspired a great deal of comment and 
at least one selectman expressing frustration. Number one 
on the list was a new harbormaster boat. 

Simmons outlined in detail why a new boat is 
needed and why the current watercraft was not sufficient 
for the tasks and responsibilities her department faced on 
a daily basis. She said that because of the need to set new 
channel markers and buoys, water rescues, and shellfish 
propagation, a different type of boat was necessary. Silva 
was not moved. 

"Why do we have to spend money on a 
harbormaster boat?" Silva stated. "I'm not going to spend 
money until we go to the spring Town Meeting." He 
questioned why a boat was needed now when it hadn't 
been needed for the last 20 years. 

"Something like this, to me, would be a key 
advantage to our operation," said Simmons. "I can't ask 
people to pick up a 1,500-pound mooring." 

She said that the boat she suggested could handle 
heavy work, had a shallow draft, was sturdy, and "able to 
do what it's supposed to do." 

Selectman Tyler Macallister agreed, saying, "Our 
harbor has the least amount of equipment to service it." 
He said that moving buoys, grabbing boats, and other 
harbor side work needs the right boat for the job. "The 
current boat has never been the right boat," he said. "Our 
focus has been to get the waterfront working. ... We 
need the proper equipment... [and] this is something we 
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definitely need." 

Discussion followed on how best to finance a 
new harbormaster boat. With retiring debt and other 
waterfront enterprise revenues and the use of motors 
currently in the Town's possession. Town Administrator 
Michael Gagne said something could be worked out. 

Collyer agreed with Macallister and Simmons, 
saying that they could sell the current vessel by adding, 
"No one wanted to use it. ... It was not the right boat for 
the job." 

But Silva dug in, saying, "I just don't see the plan. 
We're jumping the gun without a plan." 

He then said that Simmons had not provided 
adequate staffing after 5:00 pm on weekends during the

boating season. Simmons replied, "A lot of times I'm there 
alone after 11:00 pm." She added that all staff hours are 
recorded. 

Macallister supported Simmons, saying he had 
witnessed harbormaster staff members after 5:00 pm 
at night. He also said, "If the numbers work, put it on 
the Town Meeting floor. ... This is one of the things the 
waterfront desperately needs. The current boat is not 
functional." 

Simmons estimated the cost of a new 
harbormaster boat at $85,000. 

Collyer made a motion to place the capital need 
on the Fall Town Meeting Warrant if the finances could 
be worked out to the satisfaction of the board. Macallister 
seconded the motion. Silva was opposed. 

Simmons also listed the need for a pick-up truck 
for the harbormaster's staff, a stripped down vehicle that 
could handle messy jobs. She also said that currently, 
employees have to use their own vehicles to carry out 
town business and she was concerned that the staff 
members did not have adequate insurance in the event 
of an accident. Gagne said that other town department 
staffers use their own vehicles and that currently the 
Town's insurance rider would pay deductibles incurred. 

"I'm satisfied we are adequately protected," 
Gagne stated. 

Macallister supported Simmons, saying that the 
department needed a "beater" to handle the variety of 
unpleasant materials they are called upon the remove 
from shorelines. Gagne countered that Simmons could 
call upon the Highway Department for assistance and 
that Simmons did have a hand-me-down vehicle from the 
Police Department. 

Silva, once again, wanted to know what the plan 

was. 

"I don't know why we need two vehicles," said 
Silva, "[or] why we should spent money without a plan." 

The selectmen choose to revisit this request at a 
later date. 

Simmons asked the selectmen to consider the 
need for repairs to Middle Wharf, given that boats are 
getting stuck under the fender piles and one boat recently 
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Propane Gas Filling Station 
Rtes 58 & 495, W. Wareham, MA 02576 
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sunk. No motion was made at this time. 

The selectmen accepted an updated set of 
Waterfront Rules and Regulations and a new contract 
agreement for boats using slip spaces crafted by the 
Marine Advisory Board with Simmons' assistance. They 
also agreed that fines should be imposed on boat owners 
who do not pump out their vessels in a timely manner 
after storm events, a situation that could lead to a boating 
sinking. 

The selectmen announced that waterfront renewal 
invoices will be emailed on November 7, and that boat 
owners have 60 days to make payments before late fees 
and fines are imposed. 

In other matters, Gagne announced that 
Mattapoisett has received an $88,000 grant to cover 
costs associated with the purchase and installation of an 
emergency generator at the housing authority residences. 
He said the application was submitted in August and was 
announced during a recent meeting of the House Choice 
Initiative Program. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for October 23 at 6:30 pm in the 
town hall conference room. 


Neighbors Oppose RCF Committee Requests 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

The Rochester Country Fair (RCF) Committee 
had its three requests approved by the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen on October 15, but not without opposition from 
neighbors near the Pine Street fairgrounds. 

In light of a significant financial loss this year due 
to poor weather, the RCF Committee hopes to recoup the 
roughly $10,000 lost by adding four additional fundraisers 
during 2019. The committee also asked for approval to 
build a permanent structure at the site - a 40-foot by 100- 
foot pavilion - that could be used instead of renting a 
giant tent, an expense that suddenly spiked in cost this 
year. 

The committee also asked for more leniency on 
alcohol consumption while allowing alcohol to be served 
at specified times during all four days of the fair. 
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Some residents who live near the fairgrounds 
opposed adding more fundraising events at the site, with 
one resident expressing his concern over the "slow creep" 
of the Country Fair within the neighborhood. 

Richard Masciantonio of Quaker Lane said 
when the fair first relocated from Plumb Corner to Pine 
Street, the neighbors were reassured that no permanent 
structures would remain on the site after the fair was over, 
and the recent agreement between the RCF Committee 
and the Town provides for only 10 usable days for 
fairgrounds events, including the four for the fair. Now, 
he fears the RCF will continue to expand and ask for 
further exceptions that will affect the neighborhood. 

"The fact that the fair didn't make money 
shouldn't be a burden for the neighborhood to assume," 
said Masciantonio. "If the fair can't make money, the fair 
can't make money." 

RCF Committee Chairman Kelly Morgado said 
the RCF account needs to reach $40,000-$50,000 in its 
account in order to fully fund the fair, but this year it only 
reached a maximum of $32,000. 

"We'll have to significantly cut back on what we 
can do for the fair unless we increase some fundraiser 
dates," Morgado said. 

Leading up to the 2018 RCF, Morgado said the 
committee was unable to hold all of its six planned 
fundraisers at the fairgrounds, as allowed by the 
agreement, due to inclement weather. These fundraisers. 
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said Morgado, are strategically planned to keep noise in the 
neighborhood at a minimum, which include tractor pull 
competitions of the quieter antique tractors. 

Hartley was skeptical, and referred to the 
additional fundraisers as potential "Band-Aids" rather than 
solutions. 

"To me, what this is about is a neighborhood who 
used to look at a field who now looks at a [fairground]," 
Hartley said. At the start, activities were planned for three 
days, he added. "[The neighborhood] is now looking at 
something going on over there one weekend every month. 
That's not what was the original idea, in my mind," said 
Hartley. 

Selectman Brad Morse, who attended a recent 
meeting with the RCF Committee and spoke with 
some abutters, made the motion to allow the additional 
fundraisers, resulting in a unanimous vote to approve. 

The proposed pavilion also got 3-0 approval; 
however, it was only a preliminary approval. The RCF 
Committee will have to return with a proposed design and 
a plan, subject to final. 

RCF neighbor Jeremy Peck supported the 
committee's requests, and cited concerns over development 
of the open field should the RCF no longer exist. Another 
abutter, Craig Parker, emphasized that he supports the RCF, 
but not an expansion of it. 

"We were guaranteed that when the fair ... was 
over, we would never know that the fair was there." Parker 
said neighbors were also told a green vinyl fence would 
be put up around the fairground perimeter, but that didn't 
happen either. 

Resident Brad Correia, concerned about the fate of 
the fair, said, "The price of things goes up all the time. If we 
can't evolve, I think this fair is going to be lost, and I'm not 
sure that's what [we want] to happen." 

Scott Hartley wondered how the Town benefitted 
from the RCF, other than by simply having the event. He 
said he didn't see how he personally benefited from the 
RCF. 

"It's pretty much the only community event this 
town has," said Morgado, although Hartley replied that 
he attends plenty of little league games, equating that to a 
community event. 

Resident Kevin Thompson, who also leads the 
local Scouts, said the community does benefit form the fair, 
especially the Scouts. 

"The [country fair] is our single fundraiser for the 
entire year," said Thompson. The funds pay for the kids to 
go to camp and host events and activities, he said. "Without 
that fundraiser, we have to get back to the drawing board. 

... The fair is extremely important to what we're doing. ... 
We have a vested interest in the fair succeeding as well." 

The committee also asked to expand alcohol 
consumption during the fair by adding additional days and 
opening up the entire grounds as opposed to offering only 
one small cordoned-off "beer and wine garden" that even 
had Hartley admitting, "The concept didn't work." 
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Morse said the police chief had no concerns, and 
an extra detail officer could be added for further security. 

Alcohol consumption was unanimously approved 
for Thursday-Friday from 4:00 pm - 9:00 pm, Saturday 
from noon - 9:00 pm, and Sunday from noon - 5:00 pm, 
but the RCF Committee would still need to apply for an 
alcohol license when the time comes. 

Addressing the residents. Hartley acknowledged, 
"There's no way we're gonna make everybody happy." 

In other matters, the board referred several 
zoning bylaw amendment articles to the Planning Board 
for inclusion on this Town Meeting's warrant. 

The board also approved and finalized the 
warrant for the Monday, November 19 Fall Special 
Town Meeting taking place at 6:30 pm at the Rochester 
Memorial School. 

Also during the meeting, the board approved a 
renewal for a $192,000 bond anticipation notice (BAN) for 
the ambulance debt. The original BAN was $240,000. 

The Rochester Town Hall Christmas tree lighting 
ceremony will be held on December 3 at 6:00 pm.

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Committee Reveals Taber Statue Design, 
Location 

Marion Board of Selectmen 

By Jean Perry 

A group of residents along with the Sippican 
Historical Society have selected a sculptor and design for 
a privately funded bronze statue of Elizabeth Taber, and 
on October 16 the Marion Board of Selectmen gave the 
statue committee permission to place it on town-owned 
land at Bicentennial Park, across from the Town House 
and the Elizabeth Taber Library on Spring Street. 

Committee member Judith Rosbe said the statue 
will coincide with the 100 th anniversary of women's 
right to vote, and also with the New Bedford Whaling 
Museum's program "Lighting the Way," a celebration of 
the historic women of the South Coast. 

"We felt that she was such an important person in 
Marion," said Rosbe. 

Rosbe recounted a bit of Taber history, saying 
Taber returned to Marion at age 80 and built six historical 
structures in town. 

"She was Marion's fairy godmother," said Rosbe. 

The statue committee interviewed three sculptors 
and unanimously chose the New Bedford-based 
figurative sculptor Erik Durant. 

Durant created two prominent public works in 
New Bedford - the New Bedford Fishermen's Tribute 
Monument at the wharf, and the Giant Squid at the

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entrance of the Whaling Museum. 

Rosbe said the committee viewed some of 
Durant's renderings and selected a statue of a life-sized 
Taber sitting on a granite bench; in one hand she holds a 
book, and in the other she cups her pipe. The book, Rosbe 
explained, is because Taber was a teacher in Marion. The 
pipe, she continued "... is something she smoked every 
day." 

Frank McNamee, president of the Sippican 
Historical Society, said the society has pledged $50,000 
towards the statue, a roughly $150,000 project that will 
include lighting, landscaping, and an endowment for 
ongoing maintenance well into the future. 

Betsy Fallows, in charge of the fundraising for the 
statue, said in addition to the society's pledged $50,000, 
Tabor Academy has pledged $10,000, as well as $40,000 
in private donations, leaving just an additional $50,000 
needed. 

"I anticipate, with ... additional outreach for 
some major donors across the two-year project... we will 
probably exceed that $150,000 target." 

Any excess funds. Fallows said, would go 
towards the endowment. 

Committee member A1 Winters said, at first, the 
group was eyeing a spot between the Town House and 
the library for the statue, but after consulting with the 
artist, chose the spot across the street. 

"It's relatively open so that the statue and the 
bench would be where ... [there is a] clear view," said 
Winters. 

"She would be looking at two of her buildings 
that she built - the Town House and the library," said 
Rosbe. 

The project will not cost the Town of Marion 
anything, Rosbe emphasized, and once the statue is 
erected, it will belong to the Town. 

"Sounds good to me," said Selectman Randy 

Parker. 

The final plans will come before the board once 
they are ready. 

Also during the meeting, a dog hearing resulted 
in deeming a dog belonging to David and Jennifer 
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MacDonald of 40 Spring Street "dangerous" after their 
dog, Stella, attacked a smaller dog at the Sippican School 
playground. That dog subsequently died from its injuries. 

Animal Control Officer Susan Connor and Police 
Officer Adam Murphy presented the facts to the board, 
which took place mid-September. 

According to victim statements and witness 
statements, Stella, a 130-pound South African Mastiff 
rescue dog, suddenly attacked Winnie, a small toy dog 
belonging to Susan Hagan and her 7-year-old son, Griffin. 

According to Officer Murphy, Mrs. MacDonald 
entered the playground area with Stella as a young 
child was petting Winnie on a bench. Both dogs were on 
leashes. 

"This larger animal, out of nowhere, just struck 
and grabbed a hold of the smaller dog and had it in his 
mouth," Murphy said, reviewing the witness statement. 
"The dog handler couldn't gain control of the animal." 

A passerby came over and assisted Mrs. 
MacDonald in gaining control over Stella and release 
Winnie from Stella's jaws. The witness alleged that Mrs. 
MacDonald and Stella "just walked off." 

Once Stella was identified and the MacDonalds 
reached, Stella was quarantined for ten days. 

It was then discovered that there was a second 
incident involving Stella, a prior incident that happened 
just days before the incident with Winnie. The man caring 
for that dog declined to file a police report, and that night 
was present to share his knowledge and spoke somewhat 
in defense of Stella. But because Hagan also declined to 
file a police report, Connor and Murphy had to rely on 
the statement of witness Alexandra Goodman as they 
searched for Stella's owner. 

"It was vey difficult because most of our 
information was third-hand," said Connor. "We had to do 
a little bit of detective work." 

Once Mrs. MacDonald was informed that Winnie 
had died, Connor said Mrs. MacDonald was "very 
forthcoming." 

Mrs. MacDonald spoke to the board, saying she 
and her family only recently adopted Stella late this past 
July, and both Mr. and Mrs. MacDonald have been animal 
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owners their whole lives. 

"We feel absolutely horrible for what happened 
and offer our sincere condolences to the family/' said Mrs. 
MacDonald. She described Stella as beautiful, big, "and 
people are always asking about her," just as Hagan was 
asking about her just before the attack, Mrs. MacDonald 
alleged. 

"The dogs were doing what dogs do, getting 
to know each other," said Mrs. MacDonald. As the two 
women talked, Stella and Winnie's tails were wagging, 
and they were sniffing each other just before Stella 
attacked. "I was in complete shock." 

A couple days later, Hagan's mother, Judy Hagan, 
visited Mrs. MacDonald and told her Winnie had died. 

She gave Mrs. Hagan copies of all vaccination records, 
and offered to pay the $2,400 vet bill. 

"I just want to say that I'm extremely saddened 
by everything that's happened," Mrs. MacDonald said. 

She added that the family found Stella, a "puppy mill 
mom" rescue, online. "She's just a big ball of love. I'd 
never seen her like that, and the dog we know is like the 
polar opposite." 

Stella has other dog friends she plays with 
regularly, she said. As for that incident with her 
neighbor's dog, she said she didn't know how or why 
Stella snapped at the dog, and has since purchased a new 
harness and muzzle. 

Judy Hagan read into the record a heart- 
wrenching letter written by her daughter, Susan, 
describing their heartache and their grief, and shared 
photos of Winnie with Susan Hagan's young son. 

"Winnie was a good dog, smart and attuned to 
the people she loved," Judy Hagan read. "Finding out that 
the dog attacked another dog before Winnie has made me 
so angry I can't even describe it." 

After, Judy Hagan alluded to the $1,500 it cost her 
daughter to buy Winnie, suggesting she would not be able 
to replace the dog at such a cost. 

Mrs. MacDonald offered to read four letters 
attesting to Stella's good temperament, but Selectmen 
Chairman Norm Hills asked her to hand them copies for 
the record instead. 
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"I too have owned dogs all my life," said Hills, 
even rescue dogs. "A dog that does this unpredictably, I 
would really worry about just because it's unpredictable. 

I don't know if you can train the dog not to do something 
like this." 

The board discussed possible actions to take, 
and voted unanimously to deem Stella "dangerous," and 
imposed three demands in order to ensure the public's 
safety: Stella must be securely confined both when inside 
and outside the house on the property, must be kept on a 
leash no longer that 3 feet long and muzzled when off the 
property, and the MacDonalds must obtain insurance for 
no less than $100,000. 

"I think those are reasonable options," said 
Connor, who further advised Mrs. MacDonald to seek 
help from a dog trainer on how to read Stella's behavior 
and control her better. 

"And I don't think dogs belong on playgrounds," 
added Connor. "I think that is a dangerous situation for 
any child - and animals are unpredictable, even the good- 
natured animals." 

Mrs. MacDonald concurred and said she also 
found the demands reasonable. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
selectmen is scheduled for November 6 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town House. 

Zoning Article Advances with Board Support 

Marion Planning Board

The majority of the Marion Planning Board voted 
in favor of supporting the Residence E zoning bylaw on 
the floor at Fall Special Town Meeting on October 22. 

No one from the public attended the public 
hearing for the zoning amendment proposed by town 
resident Sherman Briggs. The article, which will be on the 
warrant at the Fall Special Town Meeting, seeks to amend 
the Zoning Bylaw by reducing the minimum rear and 
side setback requirements from 20 feet to 10 feet in zoning 
District Residence E. 

Members of the board took the opportunity to 
reiterate their positions on the proposed amendment. 
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Vice Chairman Stephen Kokkins reminded the 
board that he was in favor of the zoning change, citing 
that for the Briggs project, the reduction in setbacks allows 
the inclusionary housing required for the development to 
be co-located on the parcel. 

"These reduced setbacks should take into account 
adjacent properties," said Kokkins. "This is something the 
Planning Board can consider as they consider the special 
permit." 

Member Kristen Saint Don-Campbell expressed 
her concern that the Town was creating a bylaw for a 
specific project, adding that in the future if there were 
more Residence E properties, the owners may not have 
the Town's aesthetic or other interests in mind. 

Member Andrew Daniel spoke in favor, pointing 
out that the board will retain the opportunity to address 
any setback issues during the Special Permit negotiation 
process. 

"This property is unique," said member Eileen 

Marum. 

All the members of the board but Saint Don- 
Campbell voted to support this article at Town Meeting. 

The board voted to send a letter of support to the 
Community Preservation Committee for the Marion Open 
Space and Acquisition Commission's (MOSAC) multi-use 
bike path proposal on Point Road. 

Board member Chris Collings, who was calling in 
to the meeting remotely, suggested the board and MOSAC 
consider contacting Eversource and Verizon about moving 
utility poles on Point Road during the construction of the 
path. Collings noted that, "[The utility companies] are 
obligated if they are in the way to move them. [We] pay 
Eversource to move the lines. There's a whole office at 
Verizon that does it. We must survey and locate the poles; 
they move the poles on their dime. [Let's make sure] the 
group doing the bike path gets the best bike path they can 
get!" 

Daniel asked if the Transportation and Circulation 
Task Force was aware of the opportunity, and Town 
Planner Gil Hilario said he would bring it up at its next 
meeting. 

Chairman Will Saltonstall cautioned that Verizon 
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may move the poles for free, but the cost of moving the 
lines is a big unknown. 

In concluding the discussion of the letter of 
support, member Norm Hills underscored that the 
MOSAC proposal was no more important than other town 
applications, saying in the Planning Board's letter that 
"the board supported the CPC funding [for the MOSAC 
proposal] commensurate with other town applications." 

Also during the meeting, the board authorized 
hiring a consulting engineer to review the application for 
the solar farm at 78 Wareham Street. The engineer will be 
selected from a list compiled by the board three years ago 
in response to a request for proposals. The board felt they 
should consider updating the list in 2019. 


The board also discussed the Town Meeting 
logistics of the proposed kennel bylaw and determined 
that Marum will answer any questions that arise, with 
help from Hilario and other board members, on both the 
kennel and marijuana articles. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board is 
scheduled for November 5 at 7:00 pm in the Marion Town 
House. 

Variance Clears Recycling Plant for 
Completion 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

Construction for the Zero Waste Solutions 
solid waste and recycling processing plant slated for 50 
Cranberry Highway is nearing completion, and now 
the Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals has approved a 
setback variance that will allow the final aspects of the 
plan to be finished. 

Michael Camara, CEO of ABC Disposal, LLC and 
president of Shawmut Associates, LLC, told the board on 
October 11 that the original location of an above-ground 
fuel tank needed to be relocated, and a water pumping 
station had to be added to the plan, both for safety 
reasons. When Camara went before the Planning Board 
to request these changes, the Planning Board told him 
the changes would need a variance since both structures 
would infringe upon the 40-foot side setbacks to the 
property line. 

A letter from the Planning Board to the ZBA 
explained why the changes should be allowed - the diesel 
fuel tank relocated farther away from the building in 
case another fire was to occur (the building experienced a 
major fire on May 13, 2016 destroying the building), and 
the water pump house installed due to low water pressure 
from Wareham - both safety issues. 

None of the abutters, which includes Rochester 
Crossroads and A.D. Makepeace, took issue with the 
location of the tank or the pump house. 

Camara said the pump house had to be located 
at the chosen spot because of traffic flow on the property, 
with vehicles of all sizes traversing the site and potentially 
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coming into close contact with the pump house in any 
other location, another safety concern. The water line 
also enters the site in a location close to the chosen pump 
house location. 

According to Camara, all the site work had been 
completed by the October 5 "drop-dead" due date set by 
the Planning Board - the structures are up, the surfaces 
paved, and the grounds hydroseeded. 

"Once we determine what's going to happen 
here, we'll get it finished up," said Camara. 

The vote to approve the variance was unanimous. 

In other matters, the board voted to adopt a new 
informational handout sheet that clarifies what applicants 
for variances must include on the certified plot plans 
submitted with the variance application. The board is 
considering tentatively establishing separate applications 
for variances and special permits that will provide further 
clarification on submission requirements for variances. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals is scheduled for October 25 at 7:15 pm at the 
Rochester Town House. 

Medical Marijuana Bylaw Questioned 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

The October 15 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Planning Board was a missed opportunity for the vast 
majority of the community when only one resident 


attended to comment on the draft Medical Marijuana 
Bylaw being prepared for the Fall Special Town Meeting. 

The draft written with the legal guidance of 
KP Law and a committee comprised of Planning Board 
member Janice Robbins, Planning Board Administrator 
Mary Crain, Police Chief Mary Lyons, residents Sandra 
Dawson and Don Bamberger, and businessman Robert 
Field, is the only use being considered by the Town, as 
recreational marijuana had previously been prohibited 
by majority vote. Yet, the community was prepared to 
accept the sale and distribution of medical marijuana 
products; thus, setting in motion the necessity for a bylaw 
governing its sale. But where? 

Robbins said that the committee had struggled 
to identify a location in town that could meet the state 
statute - not within 500 feet of residences, schools, places 
of worship, playgrounds, or any location where minors 
might congregate. The committee believed that only left 
the Mattapoisett Industrial District, located off North 
Street. 

But resident Dick Morgado took umbrage to what 
he considered a dangerous location after dark. 

"Why can't it be in a more open location?" he 
asked. His question was deeply rooted in his personal 
experience with medical marijuana - his daughter uses 
the topical products to help relieve what he described as a 
"disability." He said, "People who use it shouldn't have to 
feel they can't be in the public. It puts a stigma on them. 
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We don't put that on liquor stores." 

Morgado pointed out that because sales of 
medical marijuana are strictly a cash business, there were 
inherent dangers. He suggested the committee locate it 
along the Route 6 corridor. 

Adding some perspective to the conversation was 
Highway Surveyor and former Planning Board member 
Barry Denham. 

"Our zoning developed after our town was built," 
he began. "The industrial area is the only place in town 
that doesn't have residences." 


residences, making it virtually unacceptable for marijuana 
establishments per the state statute. 

"I don't think a bylaw should stigmatize people," 
Morgado asserted. 

Robbins said, "The committee did think about 
that," in reference to the rather isolated nature of 
Industrial Drive, "but the desire [is] to keep it away from 
family uses while also being something that could be 
acceptable at Town Meeting." 

Robbins said the location was the police chief's 

idea.

Chairman Tom Tucker told Morgado, "You can 
always amend a bylaw after it's been approved." 

A public hearing will be held on November 5, at 
which time the draft bylaw will be presented for a final 
round of public discourse before heading to the Special 
Town Meeting floor. 

Other business handled by the Planning Board 
on this night included an approval to continue until 
November 5 the public hearing Form C Definitive 
Subdivision Plan submitted by Dennis Arsenault for 
property located at the end of Snow Fields Road. 

Also continued was the public hearing for Brandt 
Point Village Modification to Definitive Subdivision 
Plan and the discussion of the Notice to Cure Lender's 
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Agreement Default Review. 

Tucker said it was unfortunate that the hearing 
would have to be continued, but that the town's 
legal counsel, Jonathan Silver stein of KP Law, was 
unavailable due to town meeting commitments with other 
communities. 

Planning Board member Karen Field questioned 
why another attorney in the practice couldn't fill in for 
Silverstein. Tucker said, "It's killing me to do this," but 
felt it was better for the town's interests to have the same 
attorney throughout the proceedings rather then trying to 
bring another one up to speed. 

Resident and long time opponent to the 
subdivision Paul Osenkowski expressed his frustration 
that the hearing was once again being continued seeming 
to question the necessity in doing so. 

But Denham said, "We have residents who have 
bought into the project (Phase 1)." He said that it was 
better to try and work with the current development 
team because the costs associated with the septic system, 
designed to handle the entire neighborhood of 90 
bedrooms, would be too much of a financial burden on 
the eight homeowners. 

Tucker said he had had a conversation with the 
town administrator about Phase 2 in the event it doesn't 
get constructed. He said the administrator had indicated 
that the Phase 1 residents might have the option of tying 
into the municipal system. 
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Of Phase 1, Tucker said that the peer review 
consultant Ken Motta of Field Engineering had identified 
$75,000 of additional work pending. The hearing was 
continued until November 19. 

Earlier in the evening the board approved a Form 
A Not Required for property owned by Gerald Randall 
and being sold to the Town as part of the Mattapoisett 
River Valley watershed. Representing Randall was N. 
Douglas Schneider of Schneider & Associates whose 
herculean efforts to write deed language was noted by 
attorney Peter Paul. 

The property in question, Paul said, has been 
in the Randall family since the 1700s, thus attaching 
viable deed language for legal conveyance was a major 
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challenge. Paul said that the sale required text sufficient 
for a deed, language that simply didn't exist. Schneider's 
work was applauded by Paul. The Planning Board 
approved the request thus allowing the sale of some 24 
acres to the Water and Sewer Department. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for November 5 at 7:00 pm, location to 
be announced.

came before the Rochester Conservation Commission on 
October 16 to engage in an informal discussion regarding 
the design and construction needed to repair the 
Leonard's Pond Bridge on Mary's Pond Road. 

An accident left a portion of the bridge damaged, 
now Madden wanted to ensure his design and aspects 
of the construction are in line with the commission's 
oversight. 

Madden explained that construction would be 
required along 75 feet of the bridge's curbing. He detailed 
methods that the contractor would use, describing the use 
of tools for notching and exposing substructures inside 
the concrete base. He also said that the exterior of the 
bridge would require a fresh coat of a stucco-like material 
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to cover the repairs. 

Regarding issues related to wetlands protection. 
Madden also described the use of silt socks to catch any 
falling debris. 

Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon expressed 
her concern about the possibility of the mortar material 
falling into the water saying, "We are having this meeting 
to discuss best construction practices." 

Madden agreed, adding, "We're doing as much as 
we can to keep it together." 

They also concurred there may be the need for 
G.A.F.'s presence during part of the repair work to ensure 
adherence to conditions required by the commission. 

The commission was satisfied with the direction 
of the repair project, and Madden said he would be filing 
a Notice of Intent on Friday. 

In other discussions, the commission is planning 
to meet with Joe Perry, forester for the Massachusetts 
Department of Conservation and Recreation (DCR). 
Farinon said she has invited Perry to attend the 
November 20 meeting to answer questions regarding the 
changes to the Forest Cutting Practices Act and a Forestry 
Memorandum of Understanding between the Department 
of Environmental Protection (DEP) and the DCR. 

Farinon also shared a drafted policy. Guidance 
on Agriculture and Solar Energy Under the Wetlands 
Protection Act, and SMART program she received from 
the DEP. She said it would impact the installation of 
solar panels in cranberry bogs. Farinon said that the DEP 
is "opening the door to the idea of cranberry bogs" as 
viable locations for solar panels. She said that the solar 
panel structural supports are higher than those used in 
other locations, allowing sunlight through to vines and 
possibly berries. She thought that the cranberry growers 
associations would need more outreach. 

Earlier in the evening, the commission voted 
to allow the continuance of an Abbreviated Notice of 
Resource Area Delineation filed by Borrego Solar Systems, 
Inc., for property located at 75 Vaughan Hill Road until 
the November 20 meeting, as well as a continuance to that 
same date for a Notice of Intent filed by Joseph Longo, 
CorGo LLC, for the construction of a single-family house

Neighbor Pushes to Question Wetlands 
Delineation 

Marion Conservation Commission

During an extensive discussion on October 15, the 
Marion Conservation Commission dissected the question 
of the wetland line at a proposed project off Converse 
Road. 

Applicant Mark Ross' engineer, Nick Dufresne of 
Farland Corp, as well as the wetland consultant hired to 
delineate the wetlands, defended the wetland line as Ross' 
neighbor spoke at length, requesting more information 
about the contested wetland line. 

The wetland scientist Rodrigue Sinnette stated 
that the wetland line was moved upland about 5-6 feet 
during the site visit with the commission. Commission 
Vice Chairman Shaun Walsh asked if it was moved 
because of the soils, to which Sinnette replied it was 
moved due to the dominance of wetland plants, which 
is the first criteria for defining the wetland line. He said 
he had first delineated the line in February 2018, and 
had used phragmites to define the limit of wetlands. 

Most recently, Sinnette had seen other wetland species 
in the mowed area and, therefore, despite there being 
hydric soils further inland, had placed the line where the 
dominance of wetland plants fell below 50 percent. 

Chairman Jeff Doubrava raised his concern from 
last meeting regarding the project not conforming with 
the zoning bylaw, which requires a new construction 
project to make every effort to stay out of the Velocity 
zone. Doubrava asked the applicant if they had reconciled 
this issue at all and reminded the commission that he had 
spoken to town counsel and was told that the commission 
had "the ability and the obligation that permits [are not] 
issued that violate a town bylaw." 

Despite not having a building permit, 

Dufresne stated that he had spoken with the building 
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commissioner, received setback relief, and that what 
Doubrava was questioning did not fall within the 
purview of the conservation commission. 

Member Joel Hartley seemed ambivalent, saying 
that it was not the commission's responsibility to enforce 
bylaws of other departments. 

Walsh agreed, saying, "We are tasked with 
enforcing the Wetlands Protection Act if it comes before 
us. ... In my opinion, it is not our job to enforce other 
municipal departments bylaws." 

Member Kristen Saint Don-Campbell suggested 
the commission send a memo to the building department 
that they had become aware of this issue. 

The discussion moved to the mowing of the 
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wetlands where the wetland line defines an area that 
includes a portion of the lawn the applicant claims has 
been mowed continuously for decades, beginning prior to 
the Wetland Protection Act (WPA), which was established 
in 1972. 

Brandon Faneuf, owner of Ecosystem Solutions, 
informed the commission, "The use is pre-existing to the 
Wetland Protection Act. The owner would like to continue 
to mow the area, even though it is wetland: his use 
predates the WPA and, therefore, does not apply." 

Doubrava appeared incredulous, replying, "That's 
a big loophole to drive through," giving the example of 
other activities that had historically occurred that are not 
currently allowed, such as dumping sewage directly into 
the harbor. 

Walsh proposed a compromise position in 
which the applicant install a permanent barrier along the 
wetland line, such as boulders or a split rail fence, which 
he surmised would result in everything to the east of the 
barrier revegetating with wetland species. 

Hartley suggested the commission consider 
requiring the 15-foot buffer beyond the wetland line, 
which Doubrava anticipated would also revegetate 
with wetland species after three years of not being 
continuously mowed. 

While Faneuf appeared immoveable on behalf of 
his client's intentions to mow the wetland area, Dufresne 
reminded the commission that the limit of work of the 
project before them did not approach the wetland line; 
therefore, the issue of mowing had no bearing on their 
ruling. Hartley suggested a permanent fence with a 5-foot 
buffer, saying he did not like the idea of a fence on the 
wetland line. 

Doubrava persisted with his concerns, saying 
"Let's be clear - [he] plans to cut in the wetland area to 
the stone wall. ... [If] anyone came before us to mow 
wetlands, we'd say no!" 

Walsh countered that the cutting is not part of 
the project, and that the commission can impose a special 
condition of the permanent barrier, which the applicant 
could appeal. 

Although Dufresne seemed amenable to 
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this condition, landowner Mark Ross addressed the 
commission directly and affirmed his position, saying he's 
been mowing the lawn since 1976. 

"[If we'd] have to give that up, we'd prefer not 
to, [and] consider what our options would be," said Ross. 
"[We'd] ask you to approve it so we don't have to go to 
that extent." 

At this time, neighbor to the project, Caroline 
Elkins of 195a Converse Road, spoke before the 
commission. She contended that the commission did not 
know exactly where the wetland line was and that the 
area had not been mowed continuously as the applicant 
had stated. 

"[What I am] wondering is this, to the degree of 
what is at stake," said Elkins, "[should we] hire someone 
independent to measure the wetland line? We'd all benefit 
from that. That would give us a baseline. ... What's at 
stake is this incredible wetland." 

There was reluctance on the part of the 
commission to hire an outside wetland scientist, which 
would be an added burden to the applicant. 

Elkins questioned the urgency of the decision, 
suggesting, "With all due respect, there's really no rush. 

... [Getting] soil samples would be good - someone 
independent, not with a vested interest." She continued, 
"A small price to pay to have the knowledge of the precise 
line. ... Wouldn't it be great to have all the info on the 
table?" 
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Doubrava interjected that, in the five years he 
has been on the commission, "I have never had anyone 
saying, Tm going to mow the wetlands because I've been 
doing it for years/" 

Walsh spoke in favor of the wetland line, and 
against asking the applicant to hire another wetland 
scientist, citing the commission's experience in accurately 
evaluating the veracity of a wetland delineation. 

"Maybe I misheard," said Elkins. "It wasn't so 
much soils as plants were tested. [If it was] mowed for 50 
years, plants that would typically be there may be gone. 

... [It's] destroyed in its accuracy due to mowing." 

Dufresne reminded the commission that, at the 
site visit, they agreed where the wetland line was and 
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confirmed that the distance from the wetland line to the 
limit of work is 45 feet. 

Elkins pushed the commission to consider 
discussing both the wetland and zoning issues 
simultaneously with the zoning department. She 
continued to question the assertion that the area had been 
continuously mowed, which prompted Faneuf to tell the 
commission that the issue for his client is not the wetland 
line, but the potential for losing his lawn, adding, "My 
counsel is to not give up. Upon appeal, [Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Protection] would say it's 
a preexisting use and it would hold. ... Preexisting use is 
the issue - that's where the brick wall is." 

The commission closed the public hearing and 
will seek further advice from town counsel regarding the 
zoning issue. They must issue an Order of Conditions or 
deny the project within 21 days. 

In other business, the commission issued an 
Order of Conditions for a project at 43 Dexter Road to 
demolish a cottage and construct a new single-family 
house. The commission required the applicants to install a 
pervious stone driveway and drywells for roof run-off. 

The Tremont Christian Camp submitted a Request 
for Determination of Applicability to repair an existing 
seawall located at 45 Oakdale Avenue. The commission 
had visited the site, and believed the project required 
the use of machinery and other heavy equipment. They, 
therefore, issued a positive determination, stating that the 
work described is within an area subject to the Wetland 
Protection Act and required the filing of a Notice of Intent. 

Annmarie Levins and Linda Severin were granted 
a three-year extension to their Order of Conditions for the 
eradication of phragmites at 53 Dexter Road. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for Wednesday, October 24 at 
7:00 pm in the Marion Town House. 

District Adopts New School 
Improvement Plan 

Rochester School Committee

The Rochester School Committee approved the 
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school district's latest two-year school improvement 
plan on October 11, focusing on goals very much aligned 
with the newest, recently approved Tri-Town wide Old 
Rochester Strategic Plan. 

The three areas focus on 21 st Century learning, 
global awareness and citizenship, and social-emotional 
learning. 

The plan came as a result of intense team 
effort, said Rochester Memorial School Principal Derek 
Medeiros, and the adoption of the three goal areas by all 
schools will bring about more consistency as students 
advance to the junior high and high school. 

In 21 st Century learning, the main objective is to 
integrate more project-based learning and technology into 
the classroom and providing teachers with the skills to 
prepare students for contemporary learning. 

During the first year of the plan, teachers and 
staff will focus on assessing aspects of this area that have 
already been implemented and devise a plan to further 
incorporate other methods of teaching. The second year, 
teachers will implement at least one of those methods 
and, said Medeiros, "Engaging in learning purposely 
designed." 

Medeiros also spoke of the "four Cs": creativity, 
critical thinking, collaboration, and communication. 

Right away, teachers will observe the areas where 
the school is already working with the four Cs and in year 
two, again, implement an additional action. 

Technology will also be assessed in year one, and 
in year two, bolster technology use with further training 
and support to strengthen research skills. 

Focusing on the media center at RMS and in 
all the schools, Medeiros said, "How are they bringing 
those practices outside the media centers and into the 
classrooms?" 

Teachers will make their assessments and decide 
how technology use could be improved in year two of 
the plan, while also integrating the goals into the core 
subjects. 

In the area of global citizenship, during year one, 
teachers will focus on making those needed assessments 
in the areas in which the school is already practicing 
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global awareness, whether it be in foreign language or 
international projects that foster communication with 
students of other countries and cultures. Year two will 
see the school implements at least one more action to 
further students' development and awareness of a global 
community. 

One additional area inserted into global 
awareness was civic literacy and citizenship, which 
resulted in School Committee Sharon Hartley's suggestion 
that civic literacy and citizenship would be more suited in 
this goal rather than where it was originally included in 
the next goal, social-emotional learning. 

In learning about civics, students will actively 
explore local and regional government, elections, and 
ways of understanding their rights and responsibilities as 
citizens. 

Empathy and anti-defamation will also be 
assessed and implemented by year two, while another 
action area of safety and security will remain in focus, 
primarily through A.L.I.C.E. emergency training for staff 
and students. 

"At the elementary level, it's all about educating 
to really focus on the adults and really listen to those 
instructions," said Medeiros. 

Medeiros specified that, although these three 
areas are common across all three elementary schools, 
some individual initiatives amongst the three goal areas 
might vary from school to school. 

The next meeting of the Rochester School 
Committee is scheduled for November 15 at 6:30 pm, 
which is usually held at the Rochester Memorial School, 
but the location has yet to be determined.

Night of the Living Dead (1968). Starring Duane 
Jones and Judith O'Dea. Directed by George A. 
Romero. Running time: 96 minutes. No MPAA 
rating. At select theaters October 23 and 24. 

Fifty years ago this past October 1, George 
A. Romero invented what we know today as the 
modern zombie — not the previous voodoo kind, 
but a reanimated, cannibalistic corpse. Throughout 
Night of the Living Dead , though, the word "zombie" 
is never spoken. The mysterious aggressors are 
referred to as "ghouls" or, at one point, "flesh 
eaters." Romero also laid down the first rule of 
zombie stories: The danger lies just as much with 
your fellow human survivors as with the zombies. 
This dictum has served zombie cinema well in the 
subsequent half-century, from Romero's own five 
sequels to The Walking Dead. 

In Romero's later zombie films, especially 
1978's Dawn of the Dead , he used the genre as a 
Trojan horse for social satire and commentary. Here, 
though, any commentary is more or less incidental. 
The hero, Ben (Duane Jones), is African-American, 
because Jones was the best actor for the part — 
Romero never intended to be subversive, even when 
Ben is slapping hysterical white woman Barbra 
(Judith O'Dea) or beating up jerkwad white man 
Harry (Karl Hardman). Nobody really seems to take 
notice of Ben's race; he's simply a smart, resourceful 
man who has the better survival instincts. (The 
depiction of Barbra as a useless, frightened girl 
is another story; in the 1990 remake, written by 
Romero, Barbra is far braver and tougher, and is 
played by stuntwoman Patricia Tallman.) 

The movie remains unsettling after all these 
years because of its bleak simplicity. Everything is 
distilled down to these people's struggles to survive 
in a remote house — Ben, Barbra, Harry, Harry's 
wife Helen (Marilyn Eastman) and their sickly 
daughter Karen (Kyra Schon), who has been bitten 
by a zombie, and a young couple who seem to be 
there as an afterthought. It's the ultimate Z-budget 
bottle-episode movie, and it has a chiaroscuro 



ghastliness the more expensive color sequels lack, as 
engaging as they often are. The seething black-and- 
white grain of the images makes the horrors seem 
caught almost on the fly; sometimes the action is 
artfully composed, sometimes the camera eye seems 
dead, as if we were watching through zombievision. 

The most gruesome moments, when 
the zombies have a midnight snack on two of 
the more expendable characters, have a casual 
nightmarishness backed by a doomy electronic pulse 
on the soundtrack. The 28-year-old Romero, already 
a veteran of local TV commercials (and short films 
for Mister Rogers' Neighborhood'.), threw a lot of stuff 
at the wall, and fortunately most of it stuck. The 
mood is dark and near despair, but there's a spirit 
of play in the filmmaking, a spark of on-the-cheap 
expertise. Romero's first Dead trilogy (rounded out 
by 1985's Day of the Dead) were all claustrophobic, 
isolated affairs, but his second trilogy (2005's Land 
of the Dead, 2007's Diary of the Dead, and particularly 
2009's Survival of the Dead, Romero's swan song) got 
out into the air and the world a bit more. 

Here, though, we have a haunted house 
haunted from within by distrust and hostility, and 
threatened from without by ghouls that can't be 
reasoned with or appealed to. Once a dead person 
becomes a zombie, that's it, there's nothing personal, 
they're going to eat you whether you're a stranger 
or their relative. Social norms become meaningless. 
Some of them come in suits, some naked. All are 
bodies interrupted en route from life to dirt or 
flame, and become the Nightmare Life-in-Death, the 
neither-nor, death devouring life. Romero wasn't 
thinking about any of this, though; he was just 
riffing on I Am Legend. Subtext gathers around this 
stark, pure story; analyses leech onto it; but in the 
end it is a classical horror film that seems to exist 
above what we say about it.

The next meeting of the Nasketucket Bird 
Club will be on Thursday, October 25 at 7:00 pm at the 
Mattapoisett Public Library. Alan Kneidel, biologist at 
Manomet, will present "Migratory Ecology of Whimbrels 
on Cape Cod and Beyond." 

Many shorebird populations are declining. 

To understand what threats are impacting survival, 
Manomet is conducting research to uncover habitat 
needs and migratory pathways of large shorebirds called 
Whimbrels. 

Whimbrels breed on the tundra of Arctic and 
sub-Arctic North America and some migrate to the 
saltmarshes and beaches of Cape Cod, Massachusetts 
from July to October. While on the Cape, they feast on 
fiddler crabs by day and roost on barrier sand-spits at 
night. 

In doing so, Whimbrels stockpile the energy 
reserves needed to fuel their subsequent non-stop flight 
to their coastal wintering grounds in the Caribbean and 
South America. Since 2015, Manomet staff has deployed 
five lightweight (5 g) satellite transmitters on juvenile

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Whimbrels in the marshes of Cape Cod during the first 
southbound migration of their lives. 

These transmitters can relay specific location 
data for several years and allow us to answer specific 
questions such as: the timing and patterns of migration, 
identification of feeding and roosting locations at 
migratory stopover sites, location of nesting sites and 
wintering sites, and identification of threats the birds may 
encounter. 

While our work has begun to reveal the migration 
secrets we seek, we plan to expand the scope of the project 
in the coming years so as to fully understand the resource 
needs of these birds. This study is the first to track 
Whimbrels during their first year of life. The results of this 
work will be directly applicable to shorebird conservation 
efforts throughout the Americas. 

Alan Kneidel's love for birds has been a 
driving force in his life for as long as he can remember. 
Growing up in North Carolina in a home of travel 
hungry ecologists, he has embraced that influence and 
devoted his adult life to bird conservation and research. 
Sandwiched between earning his B.A. in Biology from 
UNC Chapel-Hill in 2008 and his M.S. in Natural 
Resources from Delaware State University in 2016, Alan 
spent several years traveling throughout the Americas to 
work on bird-related research projects. His current work 
for Manomet centers around shorebird demographics 
research on the North Slope of Alaska and the use of 
satellite transmitters to reveal the migratory patterns of 
Whimbrel on Cape Cod, Massachusetts. If you were to ask 
him, Alan is most at home out in the elements, whether 
it's wading through chest deep mud or walking face first 
into a raging blizzard.

of West Nile Vims (WNV) in Plymouth County. 

In addition to the case just identified, there have been 
41 other human WNV cases identified in Massachusetts 
this year - the highest number of cases Massachusetts has 
ever recorded in a single year. The previous record was 33 
cases in 2012. 

WNV is most commonly transmitted to humans 
by the bite of an infected mosquito. The mosquitoes that 
carry this virus are common throughout the state and are 
found in urban as well as more rural areas. While WNV 
can infect people of all ages, people over the age of 50 are 
at a higher risk for severe infection. When present, WNV 
symptoms tend to include fever and flu-like illness. In 
rare cases, more severe illness can occur. 

"Mosquito season is winding down, but 
mosquitoes will still be active on warmer and more 
humid days," commented Public Health Commissioner 
Monica Bharel, MD, MPH. 

In addition, the mosquitoes that are alive at this 
time of year are old for mosquitoes and are actually more 
likely to be carrying West Nile virus. Long sleeves and 
pants will help reduce bites and mosquito repellent may 
still be necessary when it is warm and humid. 

People have an important role to play in 
protecting themselves and their loved ones from illnesses 
caused by mosquitoes. 

Please avoid mosquito bites by wearing 
appropriate clothing, using repellents, and staying

indoors during peak mosquito activity. 

By taking a few, common-sense precautions, 
people can help to protect themselves and their loved 
ones: 

Avoid Mosquito Bites 

-Be aware of Peak Mosquito Houses - the hours 
from dusk to dawn are peak biting times for many 
mosquitoes. Consider rescheduling outdoor activities 
that occur during the evening or early morning. If you 
are outdoors at any time and notice mosquitoes around 
you, take steps to avoid being bitten by moving indoors, 
covering up, and / or wearing repellent. 

-Clothing can help reduce mosquito bites.
